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The Artful Dodger. 



Mr DeCosmoB has induced one of 
his eoDBlituODts, who has beoa in town 
for tho puBt few days, to write a letter 
to bis papor, obviously aB a pretext for 
placing before the public wbat professes 
to be a truo account oi tho attitudo 
of tho Artful Dodger on the ques- 
tion of retrenchment during last aee-sion 
of tho LogiBlativo Council. Now wo 
should have no objection to Mr De- 
Cosmos adopting this moana of repro- 
ducing his legislative eccontrioitios, 
•were ho only content to do so without 
gross violation of tho truth, and with 
due regard to the rights of othors, But 
■when we find him making such a re- 
hearsal tho oooasion for indulging in the 
moBt wanton and gross misrepresenta- 
tion of tho acts and motives of others,- 
we hope to bo permitted an opportunity 
of reply. And beforo entoring upon 
the subjoct proper, let us draw attontion 
to the repeated allusions made to tho 
late Evening News. * Tho whole mat. 
ter/ Mr DoCobihos rominds tho public, 
• was disoussed and explained in the 
Evening flews'; and again, ' The Even- 
ing jy ews of the pariod in question had 
published some scathing articlos on 
Messrs Uobson and Barnard.' It u no 
more than right that the public should 
bo reminded of tho fact that ' The Even- 
ing New3 of tho period in question' was 

» tho more ' hack » of Mr DoCosmos— tho 
vehiolo through which he, with the most 
brazen front, glorified hirasolf and 
Blanderedall who would not obsequiously 
follow him. Indeed, it must still bo in 
the recollootion of many in this com- 
munity how the paper in question was 
specially dovoted to a most vindictive 
and unscrupulous persecution of'MeBsrs 
Eobson and Barnard,' and particularly 
the latter— a policy which was carried 
to such a length aB completely to disgust 
every right'tbioking person, and, most 
effectually kill the paper itsolf. The pre- 
sent references to the account contained 
in 'The Evening News of tho poriod in 
■question* will, thereforo, bo likely to 
pass at the'.r true valno. But lot us 
como to the gist of Mr DeCosmos' de- 
fence, 'The only consistent and per- 
sistent opposition to thoir (the Esti- 
mates'; passage was made by Messers 
DeCoamos and Humphreys' — so, at 
least, says Mr DeCosmos. Now, had 
the sentence ran as follows it would, 
we wenture to think, have boon more 
susceptible of belief; 'The only un- 
reasoning and factions opposition to the 
passage of tho EsUumtos was made I y 
Messrs DeCosnioB and Humphreys;' for 
assuredly such was tho general impres- 
sion at the time. But it is scarcely 
modeBt on the part of Mr DeCosmos to 
ask the public to believe that ho 
and his single follower wore in reality 
•the only consistent and independent 
men in tho Legislature. To do 
so betrays psculiur weakness and exceB- 
Bive credulity. -Again ' Messrs fiobson 
and Barnord' are charged wiih having 
mado a most unparliamentary attempt 
to prevent tho votes on tho Estimates 
being recorded, leaving it to bo inferred 
that they wished to conceal those votes 
from tho public eye. Tho fact is that 

• they did nothing of tbo kind. Some 
of the members did protest ogainatsuch 
a waste of time in tho recording of tho 
jeaB and najs on every division in Com- 
mitteo; but both of tho above-named 
gentlemen said; « Let them be taken ■ 
the object is sufficiently transparent.' 
Mr DeDosmos next intimates that the 
pressure of public opinion was bo groat 
fhftt on February 28th 'Mr. Barnard 
brought forward a motion in Mr Bob- 
son's handwriting/ &o, &o, and con- 
tinues, 

•The Attorney General, Mr Alston, Mr 
Tiutcb Mr Dewdney and others, so com- 
pletely diBgueted were they with tho conduct 
of their supporters, Messrs Robson and Bar- 
nard that Ihey manilested towards them the 
utmost oontempt, declaring that ihey had 
..pporied nearly everything in the Esti- 
mator, and it was most inconsistent in them 
to bring in a resolution lor mere clap-irap.' 
fTwill hardly bo necessary to soy that, 
tho above is pure fabrication. Tho 
Govornmont members nnc'oubtcdly op- 
posed tho resolution. But, while op- 
nosing it, thoy tacitly admitted it to bo 
what it certainly was, the only really 
fcaBible attempt at retronebmont mado 
during the patBago of tho Estimates, It 
may be propor to state hero that in as- 
serting that Mr Barnard's motion was 
in Mr llobson's band-writing Mr De- 
Coemop, for an evident objoot, assorts a 
deliberate falsehood 1 As for tho alleged 
preoipitancy of the notion of ' Messrs 
kobsou and Barnard ' in bringing for- 
ward tho resolution in question, it will 
only bo necossary to state that these 
eentlomon decided upon that course 
more than three woeks beforo, ns tho 
oi Iy legitimate meant, within the r-ach 
of the Council ,as at present constituted, 
for attaining any considerable measure 
of retrsnchmont-an attempt, however 
rendered ineffective by tho recreancy of 
Messrs DoCosmos and Humphreys. It 
" asserted that the real object of tho 
rnnnorte-BOftho resolution was to es- 
ffifubl O censure. IM'tt 
opinion of one habitually act Dg from 
such motives; but it is untrue, never- 
theless. Tho public are next asked to 
believe that Mr DeCosmos was des.rous 
of supporting the resolution, and was 
only prevented doing so on account o 
,ts authors insisting upon retaining the 
words « This Council ispoworless ovC, 
wordB which ho claimed were not truo. 
It wouW bo interesting to know how 
SSJ the Council>B been pronounced 



powerless to effect any reform, by Mr 
DoCosmos himself. But here, again, he 
is guilty of perpetrating a literary fraud 
by mangling a sentence of the resolution 
so as to eonvey a false impression. The 
whole sentenco runs as follows: 

'That though the expense of conducting the 
govornmont of tho colony ia out of all pro- 
portion to tho number, need and ability of the 
people, this Oouneil ii poworless to effect any 
material reduction, niter tho Estimates are 
framed by the Executive and submitted in 
detail, without moro or less disturbing the 
harmony and impairing thu efficiency of tho 
Whole.' 

It will bo observed that the rosolu« 
tion did not assort that tho Connoil w&a 
powerless to reduce tho Estimates. Mr 
DeCosmos wrongly makes it say that, 
in order tojustily his own ba30 doser- 
tion of tho oause of retrenchment. That 
the Council could not reduco tho vari- 
ous items in the already prepared Esti- 
mates, 'without more or less disturbing 
the harmony and impairing the olDcieuoy 
of tho whole' no one knew better than 
Mr DeCosmos himself; for in biB action 
in having some salaries raised, during 
last sossion, ho rendered it nocossary 
for the Council to return to salaries 
already passed and raise them also, in 
order to maintain 'harmony', &o. 
What ! Mr DoCosmos raising salaries 7 
Oh, yea. We are afraid the public can- 
not bo eipeoted to believo that Mr Do- 
Cosmos was honestly acting in tho pub- 
lie intorost iu refusing to join the other 
ropresontative members in passing a 
rosolution, at the propor timo and in 
tho propor form, which was caleulatod 
to tffoct a very largo moasuro of ratreuch 
mont, without, in any way disturbing 
tho harmony or impairing the efficiency 
of the propared Estimates and tho public 
service. And his conduct in this matter 
is tho more remarkable whon it is re- 
membered that the action of those who 
brought forward tho rosolution was iu 
strict harmony with that of a party 
in the Council with which ho himselt 
acted during a previous session ; aud 
that the soulo of reductions therein ro- 
commouded were almost preoisoly the 
same as those submitted by himself at 
the Yale ' ouvention. Much as we dis- 
liko uncharitable conclusions, we fear 
that, in this instance, Mr DeCosmos' 
opposition to the retrenchment schemo 
under discussion is to be found in a pe- 
culiar condition of mind which leads 
some persons to oppose anything and 
everything that does not originate with 
thembolvcs — that is not tho product of 
their own imaculate minds. Such per- 
sons, instead of representing constitu- 
encies which may be so unfortunate as 
to return them, virtually disfranchise 
them ! 

Mail ( ommunicaUou. 

Not the least of the many houefits ex- 
pected to flow from Confederation may 
be regarded that of greatly improved 
ocean mail coajmnnicotiou. We are to 
have fortnightly communicatien with 
San Francisco and Bemi-waokly oommu. 
uication with Puget Sound, and the ser- 
vice in both instances is to bo perform* 
ed by steamships of a class adapted to 
the carriagp of passengers and freight. 
It is not easy to overestimate the im- 
portance of these changes. Tho ocean 
is at prosent our only highway for in. 
tcr-commuuication, and it must con- 
tinue to be so until such time as the col- 
ony shall hsvo boon connected with tbo 
railway system of Canada; and this is a 
consideration which must greatly in- 
crease the Importance of the contempla- 
ted improvements in our ocean coai- 
municatiou, These improvements will 
irnmodiatoly follow union.

Not, surely, if wo have 
the means of improving our condition iu 
this respect. The object of tho present 
article is to show that we do posaoss tho 
means, tho easy means, the oheap 
means. Tho mails now oouie to Port 
Towusend twico a week. Wo only reoeivo 
them once. Capt Starr, tho United 
States mail contractor, is preparod to 
let us havo them twico. Eor a most 
roasonablo consideration, one quito with 
in tho ability of tho colony to pay — a 
moro trifle in fact when viewed in tho 
light of tho benefits certain to acorue 
to tho country — ho is propared to place 
two Steamers on tho routo and give us 
regular somi-weekly communication. 
Tho value of such an arrangement tnu*i 
uot bo meusured by tho mail communii 
catiau it would afford. It is oven more 
important us a means ot facilitating 
travel and international commercial in- 
tercourse. The result of two — with tho 
opposition, tlireo — steamers coming hero 
from tho Sound every week and remain- 
ing in our port over one day, would at 
ouco bo felt by our baBiuoss people — by 
every class, in fact, It must be romen> 
bered that Pugot Sound is no longer 
the Stagnant place of past times. It ia 
now rapidly tilling up and oxpanding its 
trado and industry; and it is, therefore, 
well worth our whilo to oullivato closer 
business relatisna wi'h our thriving neighbor. 
If, as wo have slated, there is a party pre- 
pared to give us semi-weekly commuiiioa- 
tion with Puget Sound right awuy, and ou 
terms qui'9 within the flnanoiul ability rf 
the oolong, why should wn wait atiotber 
twolvo monthi lor such a dusiduratum ? By 
all means lot us have it at onco. To this 
really important matter we rospeotfully but 
most earnestly solicit the immediate alten. 
tion of the Executive.

IMTITULCD AN ACT TO MAILS FURTHER MOVI- 
BIOH FOR TUB OOVKRNMBNr OF BRITISH 
COLOMBIA. 

Whereas in pursuance of the powers vested 
in Her Majesty by at Act passed in the 
.session holden io the twenty-first and twenty- 
second years of Her Majesty's roign, inti- 
tuled ''An Act to piovide for ths Government 
of British Columbia," Her Majesty did, by 
an Order in Council, bearing date of tbe 
eleventh day ol June one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-throe, constitute a Legis- 
lature conaisting of the Governor and a 
Legislative Oounoil in the said eolooy of 
British Columbia : f, 

Aod whereas by (be British Columbia Act 
of 1866 Vancouver Island was united to 
Britwb Columbia and was made subject to 
tbe said Legislature, and the number of tbe 
Legislative Council was iocreasod so as to 
provide for tha representation of Vancouver 
Island : 

And whereas it is expedient to alter the 
constitution of the said Legislature ; 

Be it therefore enacted by tbe Queen's 
moat Exoellent Majesty, by asd with tha 
advice and consent of tbe Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the authority 
of tbe same as follows ; 

1. This Act may bo cited as " The Bri- 
tish Columbia Government Act, 1870." 

2*. For the purposes of tuis Aot, tho term 
"Governor" shall mean tba officor for tbe 
timo being administering the Government 
of British Columbia. 

3. Her Majesty may, by any Order or 
Orders in Council, revoke the said recited 
Order in Oounoil, and may from time to 
timo make, and when made revoke or alter, 
Orders in Council for constituting a Legisla- 
ture ooosisting of tha Governor and Legisla- 
tive Uouncil for the said oolony, aod may by 
any inch Order make each provisisns aud 
regulations rcspecling tbe constitution, pow- 
ers, and proceedings of Ihe said Legislature, 
or either branch thoreof the numbir, the nps 
pointment and election of the members of the 
Legislative Coanoil, their tenure of ofliaa, 
and gooerally in respect to such Legislature 
or cither branch thereof, as may ocom to 
ber expedient. 

4. Her Majesty may from time to timo, by 
any such Order or Orders in Uasnoil, sa- 
power tho Governor of the said oolony, with 
or without any conditions or restrictions, by 
proclamation, to determine the qualification 
ef electors and of eloctive members of tho 
Legislative Council to make provision for tho 
division of the said ppjony ieto eodvenie.pt 
eleotorlal districts : fur the registration of 
persons qualiSod to vote, and the compilation 
aod revision of lists ot all such persons j for 
the appointment of returning officers ; lor the 
issuiug of, executing, and returning the 
necessary wriis for the election of members 
to ihe said Legislative Council , for taking 
the poll thereat, and determining tho validity 
of all disputed returns ; aud generally lor 
scouring the orderly, effective, and jjimpartinl 
oendoot of such elections, and to revoke 
any proclamation previously made.

Paris, July 30, F870. 
Tbe press is still somewhat like Mahomet's 
coffin in relation to war news. It is high 
crime and misdemeanor to rofer to the mili- 
tary movements, beyend what is posted up 
day and night in the Freodman's Bureau at 
the Home Office. Knowing that ' they 
order this matter belter in France,' one must 
not complain — thero is a ray of hope that ihe 
severity may be relaxed. It is curious never, 
theleea. Tho journals aro proseouted aliko 
for publishing false news as well as true. If 
an editor is naughty at Puris.the Police pay 
attention to bim ; it he take notes at the 
oamp, tbe soldiers prepare to make an exam- 
ple. The only outsiders popular at Ibe camp 
are tha Prussians— two officers belonging to 
whom, who were taken prisoners, bad tbe 
honor of dining with tbe Minister of War. 
The first instalment of 1 The Boys in Blue' 
aro expected in Paris to-morrow. If they 
appear on tbe boulevards tbey will out-rival 
tbe otlestial Ambassadors in interest. Tha 
first oatcb of the net is evar the most excit- 
ing. Tbe grand journals of the capital have 
experienced the calamities of a premature 
oonBnement. With a view of placing ths 
proceedings of tbe campaign within tbe reach 
of 400,000 mothers', who have given their 
sons to tho Holy War, these journals brought 
out a halfpenny edition of their morning 
oews, when the law ioposes silence and thus 
massacres the innocents — one of whom has 
besQ oited before tbe Tribunal for giving in- 
telligence likely to influence the Comto de 
Moltke. 

The Emperor acted wisely to leave for Ibe 
oamp quietly. When ho brings France 
buck ibe durable peace he goes to sign, like 
Charlemagne — with hie sword — the ceadmille 
fealtht extended to him will be but the 
greater. Tbe Empress saw him off at St 
Cloud like any other wife in France— hiding 
ber tears till tbe warriors were out of sight. 
A few daya ago.in the early morning, she aod 
har son went quietly to the ohorch of Noire 
Dame des Viotoiros, — to offer up their 
prayers for France. She has placed in tbe 
same edifico a Yative lamp, whiob will shed 
a dun religious light during tho continuance 
of the struggle. She did the same daring 
tbe Italian campaign. It was her own bands 
thai packed Ibe Prinoe Imperial's portman- 
teau, and report admits that many a soal ling 
tear has b een dropped therein. Even tbe 
young Prince, with his hair cat a la Titut, 
appeared grave on parting. In the railway car- 
riage tbe mother and eon said adieu— but oo 
eye witnessed the separation. Tbe moving 
accidents of flood and field, now about taking 
place under conditions without parallel, may 
well nuke ' tbe soated heart knock at tha 
libs.' 

Tbe Emperor has confided tbe upholding 
of order ia Paris, and the protection of ibe 
Empress, to tbe National Guard— a very 
popular measure. So now tbe ' fat and 
groasy oiiizens,' in bias uniform and white 
facings, oooupy tho posts lately tenanted by 
a Turoo or a Grenadier, It ia humorous to 
look at a oivc guardsman, of FalslaffiaD 
proportions, beside the sentry box, between 
which and hiss there is the same propor- 
tion aa tho halfpenny worlh ol bread ia to 
the intolerable daal of sack. But ihey will 
do their duty. The Paris contingent of the 
National Guard Mobile commtneed moving 
i'or Chalons on Thursday. The people ch«er- 
ed them as lustily as when the grand army 
departed. The members of tbii guard are 
vary young men wbo are very enthuaiastio 
and courageous. They carried in their shako 
little tri-oolor flags. Their uniform is smart 
blue with red faoiogs, and tunic shirt, all 
based for freedom of movement. Despite of 
fortifications defending tho eity, and tbe 
preparations against a surprise, Paris will 
be a stiff moisel for any foe to swallow. 

And now, a little politics if you please, 
gentle reader. 

Place au Fape — One of the happy rosalts 
ot war' will be tbe liberation of France from 
tie! falsa position of policeman at the Vati- 
can — disgraceful to the '48 Republic which 
first Beat troops there, and M liouher'sjamaiV 
that Irom there tbey would not be taken. 
But love laughs alike at politicians' as well 
as lovers' oatbs. Let the Pope look after 
himself now — being infallible be can dispense 
with crutches. The affair ol the Times Treaty 
is being regarded nearly unanimously as a 
mare's nest. That the matter was discussed 
is not denied — bat ths conception is one 
thing and tbe execution another. The Times 
baa destroyed the sensation, by alleging tho 
treaty was oflered by France for Prussia's 
acceptance again, daring tbe last ibrae 
weeks. No one believes this. Francs, for 
last three years, has remained en garde to- 
wards Berlin, and the Emperor is trop fin to 
forfeit tbe good-will of Eugland, by leaving 
in Bismark's hands — who already duped him 
— the evidence against crimo and humanity. 
All Bismark's assertions must be taken cum 
grano talis. He has not annexed Daks de 
Grammont's dispatches to bis doiogs with 
Piince Leopold in 1809. He asserts that 
tho troaty is in the French Ambassador 
Uonedetti's band writing. This gentleman 
will duly reply, though tho form of tbe 
duoumcnts and its style indicates tho 'pren- 
tioohand.' On tbe whole, blamable as nre 
both poweis, Bismark in famishing the 
Times with copy of ' strictly confidential ' 
matters, cannot build a claim for sympathy. 
Surely there is some code of diplomatic honor, 
which doss not allow of secrets ever beiug 
divulged, and which, il the fashion extends 
will render international relations an impos- 
sibility. Mrs Candour ia a reprehensible 
nusiance in even backbite diplomaoy. 

The Marseillaue fever is subsiding. The 
citizens have very well rushed to arms, and 
thoroughly understand the sacred love of 
country. Tbe wiod is now setting in for 
Musset's 'German Rhino,' whore ho reminds 
the Tuetons that Ibe Gauls bavo already 
crossed it, and their sons will do so again, 
' Praise be to God 1 ' as Abd.el-Kador says 
• There is a prospeet that the war, if bloody, 
will bo short.' The sketch in this week's 
Charivarija good. It represents a soldier 
turning a mitrailleuse, before whiob ia a 
plain oovored with tho slain, Tbe soldier 
Boy--, 1 1 hava beon at work too long, only 
five minutes, and the war is over — no moro 
remain to be ki'lod.' I saw the ' grande 
mitrailleuse ' at work yesterday. Tho pro- 
prietor fired 60 glassos of buor out of it in 
as many seconds.
